The district wants to drop seniority pref- 
erences given to secretaries employed in 
the district who want to bid on new job 
Guenther said. She said the 
union is strongly against such a change. 

“The strike vote was unamimous,”’ said 
Guenther. ‘‘We have had these privileges 
since the 60s and the system has been 
workable, efficient.and fair. The board has 
refused to bargain with us on any other 
issues except seniority. This is a non-mon- 
ey issue tying up negotiations.”’ 

Union and district negotiators last met 
with the federal mediator Tuesday, said 
Terry Salem, district’ personnel director.

GRANITE: CITY — There’s 
opposition to buying a $66,000 
computer system for the Police 
Department. 

A suggestion to buy the NCR 
Corp. system was withdrawn 
by 6th Ward Alderman. Woody 
Moad, police committee chair- 
man, after several aldermen 
opposed it at the council’ meet- 
ing Tuesday. 

efore discussing the pur- 
chase, the council should 
review the nine-month budget, 
sum: at the March 3 meet- 
ing, said 5th Ward Alderman 
Jake Varadian, finance com- 
mittee chairman. Varadian 
suggested putting the system in

budget items needed next yea 
and most of all, the time lost in 
the passing of (the) budget, 
installation and training of per- 
sonnel,” Police Chief Bill Har- 
ris said in a letter.to the alder- 
men. 

The money might be used to 
hire more officers, since the 
crime rate increased 9.9 per- 
cent last year compared to 
1985, said 4th Ward Alderwom- 
an Sharon Perjak. 

The computer would help 
increase department efficiency 
and productivity, Harris said. 

Harris requested $105,000 for 
the system in fiseal 1987, he 
said, but got $25,000 for a 
smaller system not purchased 
because it didn’t meet depart- 
ment needs. With the $25,000 
and department savings, Harris 
said he has enough to buy the 
computer. 

“‘Because of savings in other 
areas of my department, I can 
come up with the .difference in 
cost for the System,”’ Harris 
said. 

The computer, Harris said, 
would upgrade how complaints, 
offenses, arrests and accidents 
are recorded. 
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Buried trash _ 
engulfing area.

GRANITE CITY — New incin- 
erators proposed for St. Louis 
and the Venice-East St. Louis 
area can prove valuable — but 
may only solve about one-tenth 
of the trash disposal problem engulf- 
ing Madison, Clair and Monroe 
counties. 

This was emphasized at 
Wednesday’s February prayer 
breakfast, where community 
leaders were warned that mas- 
sive solid waste shipments from 
Missouri are leading toward big 
future Metro East financial and 
health problems. 

HAZARDS often result from 
types of non-hazardous and 
cial waste being accepted at 

Illinois landfills, speakers said. 

Once a landfill is full, owners 
are responsible for it for only 
three years. After that, local 
taxpayers shoulder all future 
problems and costs, including 
groundwater contamination, the 


breakfast gathering was told at 
Charlie’s Restaurant. 

Differences in state laws have 
caused many hundreds of tons of 
solid waste to be transported 
eastward across the St. Louis 
area Mississippi. bridges each 
day, it was asserted. The over- 
the-bridge daily total was said to 
be 1,000 to 2,000 tons, much of it 
from St. Louis County. Most of 
the trucks are not the obvious 
kind of garbage vehicles, a 
speaker said later. 

Factors said to require 1987 
Illinois General Assembly action 
inelude the truck traffic'’s impact 
on the life span of expensive 
highways and Streets. 

NOT ONLY have restrictive 
Missouri laws and permissive 
Illinois laws made it cheaper to 
dump h in this state, but a

He further said he 
agreed to look into repaying the 
newspa) for the .salary of a 
suspended newspaper employee, 
to check on commission pay for 
student salesmen, and_ he 
informed Pauly that three griev- 
ances fled -by-stient sales per- 
sons had to resolved through 
‘the—-university’s- grievance pro- 
ceedure. 

A former newspaper employee, 
Dorothy Malone of Wood River, 
handled the newspaper's 


advertising revenue, Pauly said. 

Malone was suspended with 
pay Nov. 6.

Students were paid 10 percent 
of what they sold, added to their 
hourly wage, Tuft said. Some 
students have not been paid 
commissions for months and 
have been told they will not be 
paid, she said. The three adver- 
tising sales persons filed griev- 
ances with the university in Jan- 
uary, she said. 

The grievances were improp- 
erly filed and Lazerson wants 
them re-filed, Pauly said. 

If not resolved at the unive 
ty level, the matter will be taken 
to court, Tuft said.

We have a problem with a 
recent suggestion by the su- 
perintendent of the Illinois 
State Police. Laimutis Nar- 
gelenas wants to give state 

-“troopers ‘authority to stop 
motorists simply for not 
wearing a seat belt. 

Now mind you, it’s not that 
we're opposed to wearing 
seat .belts. So many studies 
have shown their value that 
«it’s. almost considered blas- 
phemy to oppose them. 

Our problem is that we 

hink the state police have 
“more important things to do 
‘— like stopping drivers who 
kexceed the 55 mph speed 
‘Jimit. 
» It appears to be a matter of 
ipriorities: Which law is going 
‘to be more vigorously en- 
‘forced? Is it more important 
‘to make sure every driver is 
‘wearing a seat belt, or that he 
or ‘she is adhering to the 
Speed limit? 

To us, trying to deliberate- 
ly catch motorists without 
seat belts when they have 
rcommitted no other violation 
tis as much a waste of time as 
istopping drivers when they 
‘are traveling 56 or 57 miles 
‘an hour. It just doesn’t make

fon the speeding cars and 
\trucks on our state highways.

or I-72 knows that 90 percent 
of the motorists on the road 
are exceeding the speed limit 
— and the majority of them 
not just by two or three miles 
an hour. Try driving 60 on 
those roads and you'll find 
more. traffic on your left side. 
than in the lane in which 
you're driving.

ting “the cold shoulder from 
the Department of Law En- 
forcement, which has indicat- 
ed it will require further 
study. We hope the depart- 
ment doesn’t warm up to the 
proposal. 
" Present department policy 
ealls for issuing a seat belt 
citation only in conjunction 
with another violation, and if 
it is the first seat belt offense 
only a warning is given. 

In our view, state troopers 
are doing a more than ade- 
quate job of enforcing the 
seat. belt law right now. Last 
year they issued some 2,500 
tickets and nearly 60,000 
warnings for not wearing seat 
belts. 

Let’s leave the situation as 
it is. Lf the state police have 
so many troopers and cars 
that they need more for them 
to do, then they should put 
more of them on our inter- 
states catching speeders, who 
are much more dangerous 
than a motorist not wearing a 
seat belt.

Restore fairness to malpractice suits 


To the editor: 

Imagine that you are a juror 
in a medical malpractice trial 
The time has come to calculate 
the damage award which) will 
compensate the injured patient 
for past- medical expenses, lost 
earnings and other costs ing 
from the negligent act. 

You must also carefully esti- 
mate and incorporate the 
patient’s future expenses — such 
as continuing health care, depen- 
derit. suppor! future lost 
earnings for they are 
diminished 

Both the plaintiff and defen- 
dant have: brought in economic 
experts to tesitfy on the amount 
needed to compensate and. care 
for the injured person. You hav 
a reasonable idea of the proper 
range for these economic dam- 


. you've not yet finished 
—-your-task--You-must next consid- 
er any non-economic losses the 
patient bears due to medical 
negligence. Pain and suffering, 
embarrassment, and loss of con- 
~sortium are afew examples. 
How do you measure these 
losses? 

The answer is simple: you 
cannot. There are no guidelines 
to help juri measure these 
nontangible, efnotion-laden ele- 
ments of negligent injury 

One jury might award 
millions, while another. might 
award little or nothing to similar 
plaintiffs with identical injuries. 
There is no-consistency-and,-as 
a result, no guarantee of fair- 
ness or equity for injured 
patients. 

Ulinois physicians believe that 
injured patients deserve consis- 
tency and fairness in medical 
malpractice compensation. We 
also think the non-economic 
damage portion of awards has 
spun out of control. 

For these two reasons, the Ili- 
nois Sate Medical Society has 
proposed a $250,000 cap on the 
non-measurable, non-economic

The 
average 1985 award was 
$454,000; by 1990 it, is expected to 
reach $1 million: Since calendar 
year 1977, the average claims 
payout of the state's only physi- 
cian-owned malpractice insurer, 
the Illinois State Medical Inter- 
Insurance Exchange (ISMIE), 
has grown 800 percent. 

The largest payout in 1980 was 
$643,000; by 1986 that number 
had reached-$4 million. These 
costs translate into $347 million 
of 1986 malpractice. premiums 
and $825 million in defensive 
medicine, all paid for “by Illinois 
patients. 

In_several small—tllinois com- 
munities, the result of spiraling 
non-economic awards hits even 
harder than-mere health care 
cost_increases. In Pinckneyville, 
one hospital was forced to close 
its obstetrical ward because it 
couldn’t find physicans to deliver 
babies.

Dear Dietitian, 

Does the margarine Promise 
have any cholesterol? A cookie 
recipe found in the doctor’s 
office calls for one-half cup of 
Promise margarine, but states 
“absolutely no cholesterol’? and 
“0 milligrams cholesteral per 
cookie.”” 

What is the best kind of oil to 
use, and where can I purchase 
the American Heart Association 
cookbook?

Dear A.H., 

People who are concerned 
about too much cholesterol in 
their diet should use a stick or 
tub margarine which has liquid 
safflower, sunflower, corn, or 
soybean oil listed as the first 
ingredient on the label. Also, 
look for partially-hydrogenated 
oils on labels rather than hydro- 
genated oils, and avoid marga- 
rines made with lard, palm oil 
or coconut oil, since they contain 
saturated fats. 

Many margarines are avai 
able_on the market that have 
“liquid oil’? as a first ingredient 
Read labels frequently since 
manufacturers may change their 
ingredients. However, the rec- 
ommended oils for baking and 
cooking are safflower, sunflower, 
corn, soybean and cottonseed. 

When a dessert recipe states a 
specifie product and absolutely 
no cholesterol, check the kind of 
fat requested and read the label 
to verify liquid oil as its first

VOICES Inc., Granite City, is 
‘a low-key veterans assistance 
group that placed about 500 per- 
sons in jobs last year. 

The name stands for Veterans 
Outreach Investment Counseling 
& Education Services. Free ser- 
vices include’ stress counseling, 
pale with resumes, and school 
a job referrals. 

Even the coffee in VOICES’ 
offices is free, said Robert Fowl- 
er, director. The offices are at 
116 Hillsboro in Edwardsville, 
3675 Nameoki Road in Granite 
City, and in Moline. 

«|The organization, incorporated 
in’ 1981, does not need to adver- 
tise, Fowler said. Veterans hear 
‘about it through word of mouth. 
=< VOICES receives federal fund- 
ing through the Madison County 
Veterans Assistance~Commis- 
sion. it also is funded by the Illi- 
‘nois Department of .Veterans 
Affairs. 

Fowler said VOICES provides 


it traumatic stress counseling 
for veterans who still lence 
stress from combat. It coun- 
sels veterans on benefits they 
might be eligible for. 

VOICES assesses education 
and work experience of those 
seeKing jobs;. and then helps 
develop resumes. It has phones 
veterans may use to call about 
jobs, with a tie line into St. Lou- 
Is. 


VOICES has a toll-free num- 
ber to its Granite City office 
which can be used any place in 
Illinois.

The Illinois Department of 
Public Aid’s innovative approach 
to the purchase of hospital ser- 
vices for needy persons_ has 
received continued federal 
approval from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Ser- 
vices, said Acting Director 
Michael L. Taylor.
